It was learned today, by further in- 
vestigation into Frank B. Ruhr’s tan- 
gled real estate transactions, that two 
lawyers representing his clients were 
seeking him, for explanations of his 
deals, on Nov. 6, last, at the hour that 
he shot\and killed himself in his auto- 
mobile in Forest Park, opposite the bird 
cage at the zoo, 

Ruhr had made an appointment with 


one of these lawyers, but instead of 
keeping it he had his chauffeur drive 


him to the park. ‘The other lawyer had ’ 


gone to Ruhr’s law and real estate of- 
fice at 1136 Chestnut street, and, short- 
ly after announcing his intention of 
Waiting until Ruhr’ entered, “was in- 
formed of the suicide. 

Paul V. Janis was the attorney who 
had an appointment with Ruhr. The 
real estate dealer had promised to met 
Janis and talk over his handling of in- 
vestments totaling $4000 for Mrs. James 
B. Carpenter, a widow, of 230 Skinker 
road. As told in thé Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday,. Mrs. Carpenter had continuec 
to intrust the family’s real estate in- 
vestments with Ruhr, because her hus- 
band, before his death last February, 
nad told her that Ruhr was honest and 
faithful. Carpenter had been Ruhr's 
benefactor from the time Ruhr was an 
office boy.

By 
threats of exposure of his criminal acfs 
and even corporal punishment, Zur- 
heide managed to get $400 back from 
Ruhr.

Goodwin decided to go to Ruhr’s office 
and press a demand for settlement in 
Zurhelde’s behalf. When he arrived 
at Ruhr’s office he was told that Ruhr 
was not in. The lawyer announced that 
he would wait until Ruhr returned, 

“You will never see Ruhr again,” the 
lawyer was told. 

“Why, has he killed himself?’’ Good- 
win inquired. 

The informant replied that such’ in- 
formation had just reached the office. 

Teacher Lost Home. 

Goodwin's tracing of Zurheide’s third 
deed of trust for $1000 led. him to its 
signer, Miss Mary Moran of 3719 Wasli- 
ington avenue. He wanted to know if 
it was worth while suing her for the 
amount. She informed him she had been 
swindled of $5000 in the trade for the 
piece of property against which the 
$1000 Zurheide note was a third lien. 

Miss Moran, who is a teacher in the 
Lincoln School, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter she was swindled out of the 
old family home on Garrison avenue by 
Ruhr, who induced her to trade it in 
about eight years ago as part payment 
on double flats at 4851-63 Kennerly ave- 
nue, whieh last June were sold under 
foreclosure proceedings, wiping out any 
equity she might have had. . 

In making the trade, Miss Moran said, 
Ruhr placed a valuation of $5250 on her 
home, which was her share of her fa- 
ther’s estate. She said Puhr séid her 
the Kennerly avenue flats fur $19,000, 
leaving the balance for her to carry in 
the form of a first mortgage.

WATTERSON OPPOSES MORAL 
QUESTIONS AS PARTY ISSUES 


Speaking on Prohibition He Says F'a- 
natics Would Change Ra 
Angels by Legisia 

MIAMI, Fla. Dec. 2.—“It's a good 
thing for the, politicians and a. bad 
thing for the country when a great 
moral question can be made a leading 
party issue,”’ said Henry Watterson, in 
commenting on William .J. Bryan's 
statement that prohibition will be the 
issue in the next presidential campaign. 

“Tt’s-an appeal from God to fanati- 
cism. The fanatic knows no relenting, 
neither dccs*he .make any discrimina- 
tions. He is a monomaniac. He would, 
by act of assembly or Constitutional 
amendment, suddenly change the human 
species from mortals into angels. 

“Thus he becomes an. asset to the 
politicians. For half or three-fourths 
of the 2000 years since Christ, the priests 
and prelates, in the name of religion, 
steeped the world in woe. Are they to 
be succeeded by a race, a class of pro- 
fessional politicians wW®, in the name 
of liberty and the people, would steep 
it in despotism? Is Christianity a fail- 
ure? Is democracy a failure? Must 
men and women be forever the victims 
of their incapacity for self-government? 

“Intelligent self-control is doing much 
to draw men away from strong drink. 
Science is doing much to abridge the 
area of disease, but the regeneration of 
men must proceed from within, and is 
of slow growth. We cannot hope to 
eliminate death, nor is prohibition like- 
ly to end drunkenness.”’ 


Koeln Is State Officer So, 
Also, Is Assessor. 

JEFFERSON CITY; Mo., Dec. 2.— 
The removal of Assessor Frank W.

GOVERNMENT PLANS CONTROL ‘ 
OF ALL WIRELESS STATIONS 


Bill in Congress Would Give United 
States Power 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—S weeping re- 
vision of the laws regulating American 
wireless stations, with a plan of bringing 
them ultimately under Government con. 
trol, are contained {n an administration 
bill laid before Congress yesterday. 

It is proposed to authorize the Fed- 
eral Government to buy commercial sta- 
tions where the price is fair and require 
other concerns to have at least two- 
thirds of their stock in the hands of 
American citizens. The licensing of an 
alien as an operator at a land plant 


‘would be forbidden. 


The intent of the measure is to estab- 
lish Government controlled plants which 
would be available in case of war, and 
also to limit the number of outfits in 
any one area, in order that the service 
may not be impaired.

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 20.—Commenting

Taegliche Rundschau of Berlin says: 

“Reparation could be demanded by 
England only if Germany had declared 
war on England, if we were to blame 
for the war, if we had committed crimes 
against international ldw and if we 
had been defeated,’’ 

The Lokal Anzeiger takes the view- 
point that Lloyd-George’s remarks about 
reparation are of no value, inasmuch as 
nothing has been said thus far about 
peace conditions. This newspaper con- 
tinues: 

“If Lloyd-George means to postpone 
satisfying Europe’s desire for peace un- 
til the time when the entente is suc- 
cessful in conquering Germany's armies 
and those of her allies, then the whole 
of Burope, as well as ‘Lioyd-George, 
knows full well that this announcement 
means eternal war unless it is in the 
power of the German command to bring 
it to an earlier termigation than Lioyd- 
George supposes.’ 

The Tageblatt says it. prefers to await 
the promised reply of the entente, ad‘l- 
ing: 

“For ‘the present it appears that the 
guif is very great between Lioyd- 
George’s standpoint and that described 
from the German side as the basis for 
peace."’

Believed It May Turn Over Most 
of World’s Carrying Trade 
to War Purposes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20,—Nationaliza- 
tion of British shipping mentioned brief- 
ly by Premier Lioyd-George a5 one of 
the first acts intended by the new War 
Ministry, commands more interest here 
from the strictly Ameriééin point of view 
than any other phase of the Premier's 
speech, What efféct it would have on 
American foreign. trade and on the stat- 
us of British ships sunk by German sub- 
marines has opened a new and unex- 
pected series of questions which offi- 
clals regard with much concern. 

The taking into the national service of 
the whole mercantile marine, following 
closely on Engiand’s announcement that 
she could not guarantee coal at any of 
her coaling bases thé world over, except 
to ships conserving allied interests, is 
thought by officials at first glance ta 
turn over the great majority of the 
world’s carrying trade to specific war 
purposes. The effect 6n commerce fo° 
American purposes, and not of service to 
the allies, is problematical, especially 
as to the completeness with which 
Lloyd-George shall enforce .the order. 


‘Nevertheless, there is in law nothing the 


United States can do should the whole 
British merchant marine be withdrawn 
from American trade and harbors. 

It is thought the effect on the subma- 
rine gituation would be to remove confu: 
sion between public vessels not entitled 
t> any guarantees, and private vessels 
entitled to warning and provision for the 
safety of those on board. 

Lioyd-George’s announcement of the 
recognition of the agents of Venizelos 
raises the question of what would be 
the attitude of this Government if Ve- 
nizelos should become the de facto ruler 
of an appreciable part of Greece. A 
similar question has been faced since 
England took over from Turkey the 
sovereignty of Egypt, without a deci- 
sion being reached. The department 
has not been able to credit a new Con- 
sul-Genernl to Cairo, because it did ‘not 
khow whether to credit him to Great 
Britain or to Turkey. Generally the de- 
partment has not recognized changes 
made during the war, preferring to wait 
for the peace settlement.

HAS MEETING HERE

How to Increase Efficiency of 
Charitable and Correctional 
Institutions Discussed. 


~ 


Suggestions for increasing the effi- 
ciency of the State charitable and cor- 
rectional institutions were heard at the 


Planters Hotel today by a commission ; 


appointed by Governor-eJect Frederick 
D. Gardner. The conference was at- 
tended by physicians, . superintendents 
and former superintendents and mem- 
bers of the boards of managers of the 
different charitable institutions. 

The trend of the suggestions made at 
the morning meeting of the conferenee 
was that recommendation should be 
made to the Legislature that the Insti- 
tutions be taken entirely out of poli- 
tics; that a law applying the merit sys- 
tem to them should be enacted, and that 
either a central board of control to ex- 
ercise general supervision over all the 
charitable, correctional and penal insti- 
tutions of the State should be created, or 
separate commissions for each group of 
charities. 

Gardner Addresses Conference, 

Governor-elect Gardner, in calling the 
conference together, pointed out that 
the great question confronting the 
State was raising more revenue, and 
that without revenue it was impossible 
to run the institutions as they should 
be run. 

“You have elected a Governor,” he 
said, “who has the inclination, the de- 
termination and the nerve to put Mis- 
souri on the map. I don’t intend to go 
around bragging for four years about 
Missouri having the lowest tax rate in 
the union. I have been told that my 
plans for raising revenues afe practical, 
but that the Gegislature will not pass 
the necessary laws. I believe that Mis- 
souri has elected a patriotic and in- 
telligent Legislature, and that it is g0- 
ing to do its share toward carrying for- 
ward the work of the State. The ques- 
tion is not how low the tax rate is, but 
what are we getting out of our State 
Government.”’ 

Dr. Robert M. Funkhauser of St. 
Louis, former Coroner and member of 
the Council on Health and Publie In- 
elitutions of the Missouri State Medical 
Asseciation, was elected chairman of 
the Conference, and Dr. G. Wilse Rob- 
ingon of Kansas City was eleeted sec- 
rctary. \ 

Prof. C. A. Elwood, professor of. so- 
ciology at the University of Missouri. 
said that a, central board of control, 
such as Kaneas and Iowa have, might 
work in Missouri with its present popu- 
lation, but he rather preferred the ap- 
‘fointment of separate commissions of 
experts, one for the penal and correc- 
tional institutions, one for the State hos- 
pitals and a third for the other State 
charitable institutions, to have charge 
of this work. He did not think it wouli 
he said, to have one board 
that would take sufficient interest in ali 
the different State institutions to brirg 
them to their highest degree of ef:i- 
ciency. 

Advocates Joint Buying. 

All of the buying for the different in- 
stitutions should be dose by one organi- 
zation, he said, so that the State could 
get the benefit of lower prices by pur- 
chasing large quantities of supplies. 

Prof. Elwood said it would be impos- 
sible to take the institutions out of poli- 
tics under any sort of board of control 
or commission unless @ civil service law 
applicable to the appointees should be 
passed. 

Dr. M. O. Biggs, superintendent of 
State Hospital No. 1 at Fulton,: sug- 
gested that the counties maintaining pa- 
tients at the State hospitals should be 
required to pay higher rates for théir 
care. All the patients at the Fulton 
institution are maintained by the coun- 
ties from which they are sent, he said, 
each county paying 43 cents a day for 
the care of each patient. The rate should 
be raised to 50 cents or more a day, he 
said. An increase to 50 cents would 
give him $20,000 more for each biennial 
period, he said, and the increase to 
each county would be so small that it 
would not be felt. He said there had 
been no politics played at the Fulton 
hospital. 

Dr. Amos T. Fisher of neues City, 
former pathologist at the St. Joseph 
Hospital, complained of lack of co-Op- 
eration by the present ‘boards in scien- 
tific and research work. While he was 
connected with the hospital, he said, he 
did a considerable amount of such work, 
but found that politics interfered with 
its progress. 

He said he had been: told by physi- 
clans who had worked in both Missouri 
and Kansas hospitals that the Missouri 
hospitals are better managed. 

It igs expected that the commission will 
adopt a resolution suggesting to the 
Legislature the appointment of a cen- 
tral board of control of four members 
and the Governor, the members to de- 
vote their entire time to the manage- 
ment of the institutions and to receive 
salaries of not less than $5000 a year 
each. 

The superintendents of most of the 
State institutions, classified as chari- 
table or corrective, disctissed their own 
individual problems, practically aii 
agreeing that they needed more money, 
and also gave their views on a centrul 
board of control. Bach of the 22 insti- 
tutions is now controlled by a separate 
board of five members, and there is nei- 
ther co-operation nor co-ordination 
among them, and no standard system of 
accounting and buying. 

Col. George P. Gross, superintendent 
of the Confederate Soldiers’ Home xt 
Higginaville, expressed some doubt as to 
whether supplies could be bought by « 
central board promptly enough to meat 
all the requirements of the State insti- 
tutions.

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MAJORITY OF 7000 


Lead of License Forces in Yester- 
day’s Election 23,462 in 
Record Total Vote. 


BOSTON, Dec. 2—Although Boston 


voted ‘“‘wet” yesterday by a majority of 
23,462, the anti-saloon forces already 
have begun preparations for a no- 
license campaign in 1917. The prohibi- 
tionists plan a State-wide boycott 
against firms and individuals who have 
been prominent on the side of the 
liquor men. 

The liquor interests raised a fund of 
around $500,000 for the campaign and 
many of the wealthiest real estate own- 
ers. and’ business men contributed. 

Supporters of Billy Sunday, who is 


conducting an. evangelistic campaign |, 


here and who took a prominent part ‘n 
the campaign, are said to realize that 
hundreds of persons who ordinarily 
would have’voted for no license lined 
up with the liquor forces, because, had 
the city gone dry, much of the credit 
would have gone to Sunday. The vote 
in favor of license was 53,459, with 29,- 
997 against. Last year the vote for Hli- 
cense was 46,115 and 31,877 against. The 
total vote was the largest ever cast 
here on the license question.

“Please protect us by voting no license,”’ 
were stationed near most of the polling 
booths. Motor trucks and brewery wag- 
ons carrying printed appeals to vote 
“yes” were sent through the city by the 
license forces.

Last year the license forces 
won, 1741 to 1557.

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He Says Entente Wéill Not Consider Invita- 
tion Until Germany Is Ready to Promise ) 
“Complete Restitution, Full Reparation 


Guarantees.” 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The announcement 
in the House of Commons yesterday !¥ 
David Lioyd-George, the néw Prime 
Minister, on the German peace offer 
and on a program for wide-reaching 
war measures, constituted one of the 
most momentous scenes which the old- 
est parliamentary veterans ever had 
| witnessed. No platform ‘so ambitious, 
so far-reaching and so crowded with 
vital innovations ever has been pro- 
posed to the nation. 

Rising in the House a few: minutes 
after 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, the 
Prime Minister said: 


“I appear before the House pf Com- 
mons today with the most terrible re- 
spop«ibility that can fall upon the shoul- 
ders of any living ‘man, as chief adviser 
of the crown, in the most gigantic war 
in which this country was ever en- 
gaged, a war upon the event of which 
its destiny depends. It is the greatest 
war ever waged; the burdens are the 
heaviest that have been cat upon this 
or any other country, and the issues the 
gravest that have been attached to anv 
conflict in which humanity was ever in- 
volved. ' 


“The responsibilities of the Govern- 
ment have been suddenly accentuated by 
the declaration made by the German 
Chancellor. The statement made by him 
in the Reichstag has been followed by 
@ note presented by the United States 
without note or comment. The answer 
given by this Government will be given 
in full accord with all our allies. 

“Naturally there has been an inter- 
change of views, hot upon the note, be- 
cause it has only recentiy arrived, but 
upon the speech which impelled it, and 
as the note itself is practically only u 
reproduction or a paraphrase of the 
speech; the subject matter of the note 
itself has been discussed informally be- 
tween the allies, I am glad to be able 
to state that we each separately and 
independently arrived at identical con- 
clusions. 

“I am very giad that the first answer 
given to the statement of the German 
Chancellor was given by France ani 
Russia. They have the) unquestionable 
right to giye the first answer to such an 
invitation. The enemy is still on their 
soil apd their sacrifices have been the 
greater. 

Supports Their Statement. 

“The answer they. have given has a!- 

ready appeared in the papers, and I 
simply stand here to give clear and def- 
inite support to the statement they] 
have already made. 
. “Any man or set of men who wafton- 
ly or without sufficient cause prolonged 
a terrible conflict like this would have 
on his soul a crime that oceans could 
not cleanse. 

“On the other hand, it is equally true 
that any man or set of men, who from 
a sense of weariness or despair, aban- 
doned the struggle without. achieving 
the high purposes for which we entered 
it, would be guilty of the costliest act 
of poltroonery ever perpetrated by any 
statesman. iI should like to quote the 
words of Abraham Lincoln under sim- 
ilar conditions: 

“"We accepted this war for an ob-/ 
ject, and a world object, and the war 
will end when the object is attained 
under God. I hope it will never end un- 
til that time.’ 

“Are we likely to achieve the object 
wy accepting the invitation of the Ger- 
man Chancellor? What are the pro- 
posals?- There gre none. 

“To enter, on the invitation’ of Ger- 
many proclaiming herself victorious, 
without any knowledge of. what propo- 
sails she proposes to make, into a con- 


ference is to put our heads into a noose} 


with the rope end in the hands of Ger- 
many. 

“This country is not altogether with- 
out experience in these matters. This is 
not the first time we have fought a 
great military despotism overshadowing 
Europe, and it won't be the first time 
we have-helped to overthrow a military 
despotism. Wev\have an uncomfortable 
historical memory of these things and 
can recall one of the greatest of these 
despots, whese favorite device was to 
appear in the garb of an angel of peace, 
either when he wished time to assimi- 
late his conquests or to reorganize his 
forces for fresh conquests; or, secondly, 
when his subjects showed symptoms of 
fatigue and war-wearinem, an appeal 
was always made in the name of hu- 
manity. He demanded an end to the 
bloodshed at which he professed him- 
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Ipossible peace can be obtained and main- 


self horrified, although he himself was 
mainly , responsible. 
“Our ancestors were taken in once, 
and bitterly they and Europe rue it. The 
time was devoted to reorganizing his 
forces for a deadlier attack than ever 
upon the liberties of Europe. . 
Allies’ Only Terms. 
‘Examples of this kind cause us to re- 
gard this note with a considerable meas- 
ure of reminiscent disquietude. We feel 
that we ought to know, before we can 
give favorable consideration to such an 
invitation, that Germany is prepared to 
accede to the only terms on’which it -is 


- 


tained in Europe. Those terms have 
been repeatedly stated by all the lead- 
ing statesmen of the aliles. They have 
been stated repeatedly here and outside. 
To quote the leader of the House last 
week: : 
‘Reparation and guarantee against 
repetition, so there shall be no mistake, 
and it is important that there should be 
no mistake in a matter of life and death 
to millions.’ 
“Let me repeat—complete restitution, 
full 1eparation and effectual guarantees. 
"Did the Ge 1 Chancellor use a sin- 
gle phrase to ate that he was pre- 
pared to accept such a 7? Was these 
a hint of restitution? Was there a sug- 
gestion of reparation? Was there an im- 
plication of any security for the future 
that this outrage on civilization would 
not again be perpetrated at the first 
profitable opportunity? 
“The very substance and style of the 
speech constitutes a denial of peace on 
the only terms on which peace is impos- 
sible. He is not even conscious now that 
has committed any offense 
against the rights of free nations. Lis- 
ten to this from the note: 
‘Not for an instant have they (the 
central Po )} swerved from the con- 
viction that respect of the rights of 
other nations is not in any degree in- 
compatible with their own rights and le- 
gitimate interests.’

for daily communion with death. Mul- 
titudes ‘have given up those whom they 
loved bést. Let the nation as a whole 
place its comforts, its luxuries, its in- 
dulgences, its elegances on the national 
altar consecrated by such sacrifices as 
these men have made! Let us proclaim 
during the war a national Lent! The 
nation will be better and stronger for 
it, mentally and morally, as well as 
physically.

struggle.

Troubles of Three. Former P7li-. 
ticians in Running Musical 
Stock Company. 


The troubles which three former poli- 
ticilans have had in trying to run: @ 
musical stock company, were explained 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today by 
William J. Flynn, manager of the Park 
Opera company, playing at the Park 
Theater, on Delmar boulevard, near 
Hamilton avenue. 

The theater, with its furnishings and 

equipment, has been ordered sold at 
trustee’s gale on Jan. 10, to satisfy a 
second mortgage of $25,000 held against 
the property. Flynn and his associates 
are attempting to hold the organization 
together and refinance the enterprise. 
. The Park organization is said to have 
broken all stock records in the United 
States, having played almost continu- 
ously for over 10 weeks. 

The best of light operas and musical 
comedies have been produced, and guest’ 
stars, such as Grace Van Studdiford, 
Frank Moulan, Anne Bussert and others 
well known’ in light opera, have been 
brought from New. York for special pro- 
ductions. : 

The trio who have been running the 
company‘ are Arthur J. Fitzsimmons, 
former chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee, president; James Hagerman 
Jr., former City Collector under Roila 
Wells, and present Circuit Clerk, treas- 
urer, and William J. Flynn, former Co!- 
lector of Water Rates, manager. 

Series of Ups and Dewns. 

The stock company’s life has been a 
series of ups and down, and sometimes 
mainly downs,gaccording to Flynn. 

‘Ripley D. Saunders, late dramatic 
uritic of the Post-Dispatch, gave us the 
idea of a first-class musical company. 
to be operated in a theater in the heart

ter-going public lives,’’ he explained.

I made 
a special trip to New York to, get our 
artists--and it was some job, believe me. 
The persons we wanted didn’t want to 
leave Broadway—they were afraid to 
me to St. Louis, and reminded me that 
the theatrical. gaine there are thres 
weeks when business is bad.

“These wireless messages. prompted 
the commander to return and stop the 
steamer a second time. Although the 
wind and weather ‘had become still 
heavier, he succeedéd in again sighting 
and coming up with the Columbian and 
reached an understanding with her by 
signals that followed from the subma- 
rine that her wireless apparatus was 
to be used with diminished intensity, 
only for intercourse with the subma-

“The submarine then, together with 


the Columbian and the Norwegian}, 


steamer Balto, which had been stopped 
previously and had a prize crew put 
on board, traveled in a westward direc- 
tion during the night and in the morn- 
ing, during better weather, inspected 
the ship’s papers of the Columbian, 
After the inspection the commander de- 
cided to sink the ship because of the 
assistance she had. given contrary to 
neutrality. The crew in their own boats 
were conveyed on board the steamer 
Balto and later, together with the crew 
of the Balto, put on the Norwegian 
steamer Vaeringen. The Vaeringen re- 
celved an order to take all crews to 
the Spanish port of Camarinas and ex- 
ecuted the order. The captain of the 
Columbian was at first kept by the 
commander of the submarine on board 
with him, but on Nov. 10 the captain 
was landed by the submarine’s com- 
mander at the Bay of Camarinas. 

“From the statements made above, the 
conduct of the commander of the sub- 
marine appears fully justified,\ for the 
Columbian by her wireless reports re- 
garding the position of the submarine, 
which apparently weré intended to call 
thither hostile naval forces, had volun- 
tarily put herself into the service of 
the hostile defense against submarines 
and therefore had taken an immediate 
part in hostile action. Such action, un- 
der the principles of international law 
(compare also paragraph 46, section 1, 
article 1, of the declaration of Londan 
om naval warfare) necessarily gave her 
the character of a hostile merchantman, 
su that she might be captured and sunk 
as such. The sinking itself was accom- 
plished after the taking over of the 
ship’s papers and the saving of all hu- 
man life.” 


Ship Carried Contraband.

found, he has stated, that the Columbian 
had 4900 tons of steel plates on board, 
in addition to smaller quantities of va- 
rious goods, among which were copper, 
potash, soda, motor wheels and portions 
of machines.

They embrace full reparation 
and guarantees for the future. 

What is meant by reparation for ‘outrages on 
land and sea’’ we may surmise to include restora- 
tion of conquered territories and compensation for 
damages suffered by the peoples whose lands the 
Germans have seized and 5 telat and for sacri- 
fices fm war. 

What is meant by guarantees for the future may 
Be inferred from the language of the ier 
when he defines the object for which Great Britain 
“We entered it,” he said, “to 
defend Burope from aggression of the Prussian 
military caste. We must insist that there be the 
tmost complete guarantees against this caste ever 
disturbing again the peace of Burope.” To which 
he added: “Anyone who wantonly prolongs this 
conflict has a crime dn his soul which oceans of 
‘tears could not cleanse, but anyone who abandons 
the struggle without attaining the object would be 
even more guilty.” 

‘Inthe last analysis the Lloyd-George declara- 
tion means Germany's complete submission to 
‘the terms of her enemies. It includes the re- 
organization of the German Empire with the pow- 


. fer of the Hohenzollerna and Prussia broken. It 


means practical disarmament with the relinquish- 
‘Ment af the German ambition for a “place in the 


: ‘sun,” and the control of her own and Europe's 
} destinies. 


Uniess we read our Germany wrong, nothing but 
helplessness or despair will drive tlie Germaris to 
accept these terms. They involve the humiliation 
of complete defeat. 

With both sides standing where they stand in 
public declarations the indefinite prolongation of 
the war seems the only certainty. But do they 
actually stand on their public declarations? Ger- 
many made her peace proposal boastfully. Great 
Britain, France and Russia reply in kind. Is there 
no middle ground? 

In this speculation lies the only glimmer of hope 
for peace. If.Germany replies offering terms, a 
basis. may be supplied for a conference. No one 
can foretell what would come out of a peace con- 
ference. It. would test the actual conditions, the 
real fears and hopes of each belligerent. 

We must banish illusions concerning peace, but 
we teed not abandon effort tu obtain it. The ex- 
ternal attitude of belligerents is not always de- 
cisive of their condition of mind.

COTTON MILLS FOR ST. LOUIS. 

In a letter printed in today’s Post-Dispatch, Mr. 
Weisiger, a member of the Clearing House, calis 
attention to the fact that St. Louis, close to the 
cotton fields and doing one of the greatest cotton 
distributing trades in the world, has no cotton 
mills. There are one or two mills in this city 
using raw cotton in the manufacture of twine, 
bagging and other rough products, but it is true 
that St. Louis manufactures no cotton sheeting, 
calico, or any of the cotton products that enter into 
clothing. Missouri grows over 20,000,000 pounds 
of cotton, and St. Louis handles a very large part 
of the crops of Arkatisas, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Texas. But she sends it:Bast, to flour- 
ishing mills of Massachusetts and other states. 
We merely act as a middle man, whereas, with the 
necessary milis, we could employ thousands of 
men and women and enjoy a lucrative industry. 

Cotton manufacture pays. The Fall River cot- 
ton mills, in spite of labor troubles, frequently pay 
dividends above 6 per cent. British mills, such as 
J.-& P. Coats, paid last year a “customary” divi- 
dend of 30 per cent, and set aside a handsome 
surplus. 

St. Louis has the money, the labor, the location, 
and the transportation facilities for a flourish- 
ing cotton manufacturing center. As Mr. Weisiger 
points out, it is time we made a beginning ef éhis 
business. We have been looking for new factories. 
Why not create them? The raw material is al- 
ready at hand in practically unlimited quantities. 
Cotton mills for St. Louis should be one of the 
industrial stéps taken in the near future. It would 
help to bring the population up to the million 
mark.
